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VBT Board re-pledges 
‘full faith and credit’ to 
refinance Visteon bond

At its Dec. 16 regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to pledge the township’s full 
faith and credit to help refinance the 2006 
bonds sold by the Local Development 
Finance Authority to cut interest rates. 

The LDFA would save about $1.8 million 
since the interest rate would go from the 
present 8% to 3% or thereabouts. 

The 2006 bonds are callable this spring 
and so they can be refinanced. 

Although it had not been officially 
announced, the VBT board members talked 
about possibly “paying down” the bonds 
this spring to help reduce bond payments, 
but that has to be done at the same time the 
bonds are refinanced. 

At a 2 p.m. special meeting on Dec. 15, 
the LDFA heard a brief explanation from 
James M. Crowley of Clark Hill law firm. 
He said the LDFA sold $23 million in bonds 
in 2003 to help build Visteon Village. The 
full faith and credit of the township was 
pledged at that time. 

In 2006, a portion of the bonds, $20 
million, was refinanced for 10 years and 
they were callable in April 2015. They also 
had the full faith and credit of the township 
behind them. 

The $18.5 million in bonds being refunded 
(refinanced) covers all of the 2006 bonds, 
he said.

VBT board postpones budget hearings, votes until Dec. 30 meeting

After being criticized on Dec. 16 for not 
having published proper notice about that 
night’s public hearing on the 2014 amended, 
2015 proposed, and special revenue fund 
budgets, the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees took all the seven budget items 
involved off its agenda. 

Then board members agreed to hold a 
special session between Christmas and 
New Year’s to hear comments from the 
public and take votes on the budgets. 

The meeting will be held at 4 p.m., 
Tuesday, Dec. 30. The township must have 
a balanced budget approved by Dec. 31, 
with some saying charter townships must 
have had it approved by Dec. 15. 

Public notice subsequently was published 
in the Dec. 18 edition of the Independent, 
the township’s newspaper of record, giving 


more than the six days’ notice to the public 
required for the Dec. 30 meeting. Copies 
of the budget were announced as being 
available at the clerk’s office, although the 
township offices were announced closed 
from Dec. 24 through Jan. 4. 

The general fund budget proposed for 
2015 is $14,029,375, up from the amended 
2014 budget of $13,165,269. 

Landfill fund transfers amount to 
$2,850,000 in 2015, up from the $2,610,527 
in the amended 2014 budget. 

In other business at the Dec. 16 meeting, 
the board: 

* Accepted the resignations of Jere Dolph 
(because of his health) and Pastor Jim 
Richter (because he is moving) from the 
Downtown Development Authority and 
appointed former VBT Supervisor Helen 
Foster with a term to expire March 9, 
2018 and Verdeterre president Christopher 


Brown with a term to expire March 9, 
2017; 

* Acknowledged Dolph and Richter for 
their years of service and also acknowledged 
Pastor Richter for his years of service as a 
Public Safety Chaplain; 

* Heard a presentation by DPW Director 
Jim Taylor on the proposed water/sewer 
fee schedule, including a 6% rise in rates 
for water/sewer; 

* Approved reprogramming CDBG funds 
from 2012, 2013, and 2014, in the total 
amount of $24,062.57 to pay for some 
of the new emergency warning outdoor 
sirens; 

* Approved the contract with McKenna 
Associates to provide ongoing Community 
Development Block Grant services at a cost 
of $2,000 to $2,500 per month, depending 
on the level of effort required. Patrick Sloan 
of McKenna presently is administering the 


CDBG program; 

¢ Confirmed the appointment of Van 
Buren Public Schools Finance Director 
Robert Carlesso to a seat on the Local 
Development Finance Authority with a 
term to expire Aug. 12, 2015. Carlesso had 
been appointed by the school district as a 
representative to the LDFA; 

* Before the meeting, the proposed 
confirmation of Bryce Kelley as the 
Wayne County appointee to the LDFA was 
removed from the agenda. At the work/ 
study session the day before the regular 
meeting, the appointment was opposed 
by board members and the public and 
Supervisor Linda Combs said she would 
ask the county for a different appointment; 

* Approved an updated meeting 
rooms policy for the Municipal Center, 
Community Center, Multi-Purpose Room,

Voters get to 
decide on two tax 


questions in May 


The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education already has set an election 
for May 5 to see if voters will approve an 
extension of the Sinking Fund millage. 

It would be a renewal of the 1.13 mills 
now being levied that will expire in 2015. 
The current seven-year levy was authorized 
by voters in 2008. 

The renewal would run for seven years, 
from 2016 to 2022, inclusive. In 2016 the 
millage is expected to bring in $1,715,961 
and is subject to partial capture by the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority. 

The Sinking Fund has been used for 
repairs and preventive maintenance on 
the school district buildings, so the money 
doesn't have to be taken out of the general 
fund to fix things. 

The school district expected to pay from 
$6,000 to $9,000 for the election if its 
millage question was the only thing on the 
ballot. Now, at least, it can share the cost 
with the state. 

In its lame-duck session, the state 
legislature agreed to ask the voters, at that 
same May election, to approve one more 
cent of sales tax, boosting the tax up from 
six to seven cents for each dollar spent. This 
money is to improve roads, we're told. 

We'll see if anything else gets put on 
this election ballot. The library board has 
a survey that isn't due until March to see 
what voters think about a new library, so a 
library question won't be ready by May.

home till 6 p.m. This is almost like the 
Board wants the smallest amount of people 
to show up. 

The reason I have been really looking at 
the Budget is that the pattern of what I have 
seen over the past few years and what is 
included in 2015 proposed budget. In 2013 
and 2014 the Fire and Police Department 
had a decrease of $155,385 ( -2.26%) 
while every other department has had an 
increase. I know they are the biggest part 
of the budget but we also have a separate 
TAX to help supplement Police and Fire. 

The Administration part of the Budget 
(Supervisor, Clerk, Treasurer and Trustees) 
had an increase $95,081 (11.8396) with the 
Supervisor Office being the biggest part of 
it with an increase of $49,661 (21.59%). 

Overall the Budget is to increase in 2015 
by almost 11% ($1,309,240) since 2013. 
In 2015 proposed Fire and Police are 
supposed to get an increase of $325,475. 
Of that, $50,000 is for the wages of the Fire 
Inspector and $200,000 is for Equipment 
Improvements in the Fire Department 
which is needed. Take those 2 things out, 
the rest of Police and Fire is getting only 
$75 475 increase. 

In 2015 we will see the IT Department 
having an increase of 81.2096 ($175,261) 
since January 2013 that is over $5,000 
more than Police and Fire in the same 
period ($170,090). Projected in 2015 the 
biggest increases since January 2013 is 
Cable 103.6196 increase, IT Department 
81.20% increase, Recreation Department 
64.57% increase ( that is due to a wage 
and fringe increase of a $107,000 this 
year before in 2013 and 2014 they only 
had a 6.1196 increase), Supervisor Office 
28.57% increase. Every other department 
is under 10%. 

Iask youdon't go with whatIwrote.Check 
for yourself, look at the last 4 budget years, 
and do the math. Check the department that 
matters to you the most and see how the 
money is spent. Then I hope there will be 
a huge turnout on Tuesday Dec. 30, 2014 
at 4 p.m. 

We need to voice our concerns. We all 
know what is coming down the road soon 
and even though the economy seems to be 
turning around and property values going 
up, we must still be tightening our belts to 
make sure we are ready for what is coming 
and spend for important and save where we 
can.

Miller said she tried to 
tell board of problem 


In our editorial last week on page 4, we 
said the information leveled at the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
Dec. 16 meeting looked like a “gotcha” 
moment for cable TV viewing. 

We said it would have been more 
professional for the board member involved 
to have quietly told the supervisor that 
there was a problem. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said this is unfair 
because she did try to contact Supervisor 
Linda Combs earlier that day and Combs 
was not at work Dec. 16. She said she also 
sent emails to all the board members and 
none returned her communications. 

She said she did not work with resident 
Allen Babosh, who also told the board it 
didn't follow the law in the required notice 
to the public for its public hearing on the 
budget, but she did receive an email from 
Babosh who voiced his concerns to board 
members. Babosh said he was not allowed 
to get a copy of the budget in advance of 
the public hearing that was planned, which 
also is against state law. 

Trustee Miller said she has had a problem 
with this year's budget process since last 
summer. She said she told Supervisor 
Combs' executive assistant Karin LaMothe 
in August that they needed to have early 
budget sessions and she even put off a trip 
to make sure she didn't miss a session. 
But the budget workshop wasn't called by 
Combs until mid-November and there were 
mistakes because it was at the last minute. 

Even the budget presented as final on 
Dec. 12 and sent to the board members 
needed more changes, Miller said. 

All this is to say, Miller didn't try to play 
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“gotcha,” but made efforts to alert the board 
in advance that their plan to approve the 
budget on Dec. 16 was not in compliance 
with state law. 

We apologize for misinterpreting the 
situation as it evolved at the township 
board meeting. It looked like a game of 
"gotcha" to us, but it wasn't.

The "full faith and credit" of the township 
means if the LDFA couldn't pay its bond 
payments because its tax payments from 
the former Visteon property are lower than 
originally expected, the township would 
have to pay. 

And, paying the bond payments would be 
required above other township payments. 
That eventuality is expected to occur in 
2016 or 2017. Recently, the township board 
has been meeting behind closed doors with 
attorneys figuring out how to handle that 
problem, but nothing has been publicly 
announced. 

The resolution the LDFA passed gives 
authority to two people — LDFA Chairman 
Michael Dotson and VBT Supervisor 
Linda Combs - to be able to act quickly as 
individuals or together to approve the sale 
of the refunded bonds this spring to take 
advantage of a low-interest offer. 

“We are taking out the old bonds and 
reissuing these in its place,’ Crowley said 
of the 2006 bonds. 

He said they will be doing a negotiated 
sale, with no call for bids, and the authorized 
officers will make the decision. 

“This is a refinancing of a refinancing,” 
said Kari L. Blanchett, financial manager 
from The PFM Group. 

She said the 2003 bonds are non-callable 
and the 2006 bonds are the only portion 
they can deal with. 

“When we sell the bonds, the savings 
would be locked in,” Blanchett said. “We 
just saw a dip down in rates the last two 
weeks." 

She said the earliest they could sell the 
bonds is the first week in February. 

"We're a little behind the 8 ball on 
Visteon and have to let them know,” said 
LDFA member Doug Peters, referring to 
those who would be buying the bonds. 

“The full faith and credit of the township 
will help a lot,” Blanchett said. 

“The only unknown is Visteon,” said 
Crowley. 

Peters said not to expect Visteon to come 
in and give them an armload of money. 

Blanchett said the reason they need 
a delegating resolution for authorized 
officers is because they want to move in 
quicker to lock in the lower rates and don’t 
want to have to wait to schedule it around 
an LDFA board meeting. 

“We could lose hundreds of thousands of 
dollars by waiting,” Blanchett said, noting 
she has been doing this for 30 years and 
saw when that happened. 

She said if the bond sale offer was 
drastically different than what they expect, 
"You'd want to bring it back.” 

She said with a preselected underwriter, 
they got two bids back with similar rates and 
fees and they made sure they understood 
the situation with Visteon. 

She said the underwriters are very busy 
right now. 

She said both bids are under 4% interest: 
317 or 318, but doesn’t include the 
underwriters’ and counsel fees. She said 
Dickenson Wright had a conflict of interest 


and Miller Canfield has more experience. 

When Carl Johnson asked from the 
audience if the end date of the bonds would 
be the same with the 2006 bonds, Blanchett 
said they would. They would be the same 
with an adjustment in interest rates for the 
2006 bonds. 

When the resolution pledging the 
township’s full faith and credit was 
discussed at the board's Dec. 15 work/ 
study session, Trustee Jeff Jahr objected to 
rushing into this. 

Clerk Leon Wright said it was discussed 
for two or three hours in the recent closed- 
door session. 

“No, it wasn’t,” Trustee Jahr replied. “We 
discussed different scenarios ... We can’t 
talk publicly, but we’ve got a train coming 
down the track.” 

“T’m in full recognition of a train coming,” 
Clerk Wright said. 

“I don’t think you can do this piecemeal,” 
Jahr said, referring to the refinancing and 
the paying down. 

“Our whole budget was not based on how 
much, how much it costs to pay down,” 
said Trustee Reggie Miller. 

“I still don't like the piecemeal,” 
said Trustee Phil Hart. “Did we have a 
response?” 

Supervisor Combs said there was no 
response. 

“We need a response and if we don't get 
it then you need to reconvene this board 
and we’ll give you direction,” Trustee Hart 
said, referring to their confidential, closed- 
door talks. 

“We can’t not refinance the bonds,” 
Combs said. 

“Putting something down is closely 
related,” said Trustee Miller. “You’ve got 
to know.” 

“The first strategy is that the bonds 
are recallable,’ said Trustee Brenda 
McClanahan. 

“If this board needs to put something 
down...” Hart began and then ended his 
comments. 

Later in the work/study session, Trustee 
Miller asked how much Visteon wants and 
Combs said they asked for $2 million. 

“If the board decides to put an amount 
down, it’s separate ... the board can always 
make that decision,” Wright said. 

But Clark Hill attorney Crowley said at 
the Dec. 16 meeting that the refinancing 
and any pay down must be made at the 
same time. 

“If you had extra money, or ће LDFA 
did, at the time the refund bonds are issued 
you can put something down,” Crowley 
said. “It has to happen all at once.” 

He said the new issue would not be 
callable. 

“The township has to pledge the full faith 
and credit,” said Jahr. “I’m ready to start 
talking about it at public meetings... We 
were discussing paying down.” 

“We don't want to lose the opportunity to 
pay down,” said Trustee Hart. 

Crowley said, “We won’t do anything 
until everything is resolved.” 

Hart said it is the board’s decision on how 
much it wants to pay down. Jahr said it’s the

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Court Watching 
Judge Oakley dismisses 


Romulus drug charge 
due to improper search

A driver who was pulled over for exiting a 
gas station without stopping at Wayne Road 
first had been charged with a possession of 
narcotics offense. 

But after 34^ District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley heard all the evidence at her 
preliminary exam on Dec. 10, Courtney 
Marie Jordan walked out of the courtroom 
a free woman. 

The only witness called by Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Blair Moody was 
Romulus Police Officer Ryan Miller, who 
had been on the department four years. 

He testified that at 1:53 a.m. March 20 
he and Officer Seth Bond were on patrol 
and saw a vehicle exit the Mobil gas station 
at the northwest corner of Wayne Road 
and Goddard. The vehicle pulled out of a 
private drive without stopping first, so her 
Nissan was pulled over. 

Officer Miller, who had been driving the 
patrol car, said there was alcohol in the 
vehicle and the driver said she had a drink, 
at about 10:30 p.m. She passed the alcohol 
sobriety test. 

Then, Officer Miller asked if he could 
search her car and she consented. In her 
purse on the front seat police found a 
Newport cigarette box with blue and green 
tablets inside. The evidence was sent to 
the Michigan State Police and identified as 
“oxycots,” according to the lab report. 

Retained defense attorney Jonathan Jones 
noted that Officer Miller did not write a 
traffic ticket for failing to stop when exiting 
a private drive. 

Jones asked Miller what reason he had 
to search the vehicle and Miller replied, 
“None.” 

Miller said it’s part of patrol operations, 
sometimes you do and sometimes no. You 
ask for permission. 

“It’s a routine practice in Romulus, 
whether you have a reason or not?" Jones 
asked, and Miller said it was routine. 

Jones asked Miller if he saw criminal 
activity and he said he didn't. Was the 
defendant drunk? She wasn't. 

Prosecutor Moody asked Miller why he 
asked for permission to search the car and 
although attorney Jones said it had been 
asked and answered, Judge Oakley allowed 
the question. 

Miller said it was 3 o'clock in the morning 


and she had left a bar where there are police 
activities for drug offenses. 

“The police officer knows. It doesn’t hurt 
to ask," Miller said. 

Miller was excused from the witness 
stand. 

"She wasn't intoxicated and she gave her 
consent," insisted Prosecutor Moody. 

“То his credit, he was brutally honest 
when he said there was no reason to search 
the car," Jones said of Miller's testimony. 

“She did consent,” Moody insisted. 
Jones said because a bar has a bad 
reputation, could every customer leaving 
be submitted to a search? 

“With consent," Judge Oakley added, 
tongue in cheek. 

"Did he need reasonable cause?" Judge 
Oakley asked. 

“We are citizens of a free society, notliving 
in a police state,” Jones said. “He shouldn’t 
have asked for consent to search.” 

"[ agree with you," Judge Oakley said. 
“Case dismissed."
